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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the cited art of record did not 
disclose local exchanges. Examiner disagrees, as far as the definition of the local exchange according to the claim and the specification. It 
is a element that exchange information between two networks or two end points. The local exchange is also capable to store connection 
setup information of the networks. In Emery, the VLR which was mapped as applicant's "local exchange", VLR in Emery comprises the 
above functionalities which defines a local exchange. If applicant intended to overcome the art of records, applicant is required to further 
narrowing down the limitations in the claim language. 

Applicant further argues that cited art of records did not disclose or deal with fix network subscribers. Examiner disagreed with applicant's 
allegation. According to the claim language, applicant did not limit the type of environement of the network of the invention that taken 
place. Therefore, the art of records reads on the claim limitations. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense 
necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level 
of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, 
such a reconstruction is proper. 

See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). . 
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
